The  congregational  family  is  invited  to  participate  in  the  Week  of  Dedication,  Sunday, 
November  30  through  Sunday,  December  7.  The  events  planned  are: 

1.  Formal  Dedication  Ceremonies  in  the  Sanctuary  on  Sundays,  November  30  and 
December  7;  2.  a  joyous  Hanukkah  party  for  all  ages  on  the  first  night  of  Hanukkah, 
Tuesday,  December  2 ;  3.  the  individual  programs  of  the  three  departments  of  the  Mazer 
School  of  Religious  Studies  during  the  week;  4.  the  festive  Dinner  Dance  on  Saturday 
evening,  December  6  in  the  new  Lemberg  Auditorium. 

Dignitaries  from  the  worlds  of  academics,  politics  and  literature  will  join  with  the 
congregation  in  celebration  of  this  Week  of  Dedication. 

Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar  will  deliver  the  Keynote  address  at 
the  Dedication  Ceremonies  in  the  Sanctuary  on  Sunday,  No¬ 
vember  30  at  3  P.M.  He  is  the  founding  President  of  Brandeis 
University  in  Waltham,  Massachusetts  and  is  now  its  Chancellor. 

Born  in  New  York,  Dr.  Sachar  grew  up  in  St.  Louis  where 
he  attended  Washington  University.  He  continued  his  studies 
at  Harvard  and  then  pursued  his  doctoral  studies  at  Cambridge 
University  in  England.  Upon  his  return  to  the  United  States, 
he  joined  the  history  faculty  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

While  there,  he  became  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  B’nai  B’rith 
Hillel  Foundation  movement.  For  15  years  he  was  the  National 
Director  of  Hillel  during  the  period  of  its  greatest  expansion, 
and  later  served  as  Chairman  of  its  National  Committee. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Sachar  was  a  radio  commentator  on  contemporary  affairs. 
He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  serves  on  numerous 
educational  and  philanthropic  boards.  President  Johnson  appointed  him  to  the  United 
States  Advisory  Commission  in  International  Education  and  Cultural  Affairs,  and 
Governors  Rockefeller,  Kerner  and  Sargent  appointed  him  to  Commissions  to  evaluate 
the  private  colleges  and  universities  of  New  York,  Illinois  and  Massachusetts. 

He  has  received  honorary  degrees  from  26  universities. 

His  books  include  “A  History  of  the  Jews”  now  in  its  5th  edition  and  26th  printing, 
with  translations  into  Spanish  and  French.  His  book  “Sufferance  Is  The  Badge”  is  a  study 
of  Jewish  life  between  the  world  wars.  His  most  recent  interest  is  educational  television, 
and  his  weekly  lecture  series,  “The  Course  of  Our  Times,”  has  been  telecast  on  educa¬ 
tional  channels  in  most  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  country.  A  volume  bearing  the  same 
title  was  published  by  Knopf  and  was  translated  into  Japanese.  His  latest  book,  “A  Host 
At  Last,”  analyzes  problems  in  contemporary  higher  education  and  uses  the  experience 
of  Brandeis  as  illustrative  material.  He  is  now  at  work  on  a  book  which  deals  with  the 
post-Holocaust  years  which  is  scheduled  for  publication  next  year. 

Dr.  Sachar’s  presence  at  the  Dedication  Ceremonies  links  this  event  with  that  of  the 
Dedication  Ceremonies  of  the  Milton  Steinberg  House  in  1954  at  which  he  spoke. 

The  presence  of  another  manat  the  Dedication  Ceremonies 
on  Sunday,  November  30  links  the  past  history  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  to  the  present.  Professor  David  J.  Steinberg, 
the  son  of  the  late  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg,  will  address  the 
congregation  at  the  Dedication  Ceremonies. 

Born  in  New  York  City,  Professor  Steinberg  was  educated 
at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Malvern  College  in  England, 
and  Harvard,  where  he  graduated  magna  cum  laude  and  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  had  a  Fulbright  to  the  Far 
East,  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship  to  Columbia  and  a  grant 
from  the  Office  of  Education  which  permitted  him  to  receive 
his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  from  Harvard  University. 
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Lighting 
A  Candle 

How  often  one  meets  people  who  are 
well  versed  in  cursing  the  darkness.  They 
are  the  first  to  point  out  that  the  problems 
of  the  world  are  heavy  upon  us.  And  they 
are  right.  They  point  to  the  serious  attacks 
upon  the  Jewish  people  and  upon  the  pre¬ 
carious  state  in  which  Israel  finds  itself. 
There  too,  they  are  right.  And  they  look 
at  the  Jewish  family,  and  even  the  family 
itself,  and  say:  How  can  we  possibly  sur¬ 
vive?  Here  too,  there  is  at  least  a  semblance 
of  right  in  their  words. 

But  what  is  the  feast  of  lights  all  about? 
Hanukkah  comes  every  year  to  tell  us 
that  the  weak  can  overcome  the  strong, 
and  that  right  can  overcome  might. 

Lest  we  forget  it  for  even  a  moment, 
every  Jew  must  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
lights.  And  the  way  we  kindle  them  con¬ 
veys  the  message  itself:  Every  night,  every 
person  takes  part  in  lighting  additional 
lights.  That  is  to  say,  we  need  light  a 
candle  to  the  darkness.  When  others  say 
there  is  really  no  hope,  that  there  is  only 
enough  oil  to  last  perhaps  one  day  but 
surely  no  more,  we  testify  to  the  fact 
that  we  believe  in  more.  We  believe  that 
each  person  can  cast  light  that  seems 
miraculous,  that  lasts  for  days,  though  the 
darkness  of  the  world  may  be  very  great. 

That  is  the  rededication  theme  of 
Hanukkah.  It  is  the  theme  around  which 
we  have  dedicated  the  New  Building  of 
our  Synagogue.  We  are  among  those  light¬ 
ing  candles  in  whatever  darkness  there 
may  be.  Lighting  them  brightly,  not 
one  but  eight,  and  rejoicing  when  we 
see  the  light  that  we  together  can  bring 
into  this  world.

The  Sabbath  Eve  Service  by  Composer 
Maurice  Goldman  will  be  featured  at  the 
37th  Annual  Service  of  Contemporary 
Liturgical  Music,  Friday,  December  5, 
beginning  at  8:30  P.M. 

This  special  service  falls  in  the  Week 
of  Dedication  and  is  especially  meaning¬ 
ful  because  it  continues  the  tradition 
begun  by  Cantor  David  J.  Putterman  which 
encourages  composers  to  write  new  music 
for  the  traditional  liturgy. 

This  will  be  the  first  performance  of 
this  work  in  New  York.  Sung  by  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz  together  with  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Concert  Choir  directed 
by  Abraham  Kaplan,  the  instrumental  ac¬ 
companiment  includes  Mr.  Neil  Robinson 
at  the  organ  with  harp,  cello  and  flute. 

Most  of  Maurice  Goldman’s  works  have 
been  specifically  written  for  the  Roger 
Wagner  Chorale.  For  the  past  25  years, 
Mr.  Goldman  has  been  concerned  primarily 
with  Jewish  music  and  its  development. 
Services  and  cantatas  by  him  have  been 
commissioned  by  principal  synagogues 
and  choral  societies  in  the  United  States. 
Two  of  his  outstanding  published  musical 
dramas  are  “The  Golden  Door”  and 
“Jerusalem.” 

Mr.  Goldman  has  been  conductor  of 
the  Los  Angeles  and  American  opera 
companies,  Music  Consultant  for  the 
Bureau  of  Jewish  Education  and  Director 
of  Music  at  the  University  of  Judaism  in 
Los  Angeles. 

Abraham  Kaplan  is  the  founder  and 
director  of  the  Camerata  Singers.  He 
was  a  former  assistant  conductor  of  the 
New  York  Philharmonic  Orchestra.  He  also 
taught  conducting  for  many  years  at  the 
Julliard  School.  He  is  now  the  head  of  the 
Music  Department  at  the  University  of 
Washington  in  Seattle.  On  sabbatical  leave 
this  year,  he  has  accepted  guest-conductor 
posts  in  Israel  and  is  working  on  the  com¬ 
position  of  his  first  symphony. 

Mr.  Kaplan,  in  addition  to  directing 
the  Concert  Choir  at  the  Friday  evening 
service,  will  be  directing  the  music  at  the 
Dedication  Ceremony  Sunday  afternoon, 
November  30  which  includes  a  musical 
setting  for  Psalm  30  —  the  Psalm  of  Dedi¬ 
cation.  He  will  also  direct  musical  excerpts 
from  Charles  Davidson’s  “I  Never  Saw 
Another  Butterfly”  a  musical  memorial 
to  the  15 ,000  children  who  passed  through 
Theresienstadt  on  their  journey  to 
Auschwitz,  based  on  their  poetry  which 
appears  in  a  book  of  the  same  name.

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He  joined  the  faculty  at  the  University  of  Michigan  as  a  Southeast  Asian  historian  and 
was  promoted  to  full  professor  there  just  prior  to  joining  the  faculty  at  Brandeis  in  1973. 

He  has  traveled  extensively  in  Asia  and  has  twice  served  as  a  consultant  to  the  Ford 
Foundation.  In  1969  he  received  the  University  Press  Award  for  his  book,  “Philippine 
Collaboration  in  World  War  II.” 


Dedication  Of  Sculptures 

The  ceremony  marking  the  unveiling  of  the  sculptures,  now  affixed  to  the  facade  of 
the  new  building,  on  Sunday,  December  7,  at  2  P.M.  serves  as  a  reminder  of  how  past 
events  can  be  made  to  mold  a  better  future. 

Two  survivors  of  the  concentration  camp  experience,  Sanuel  Pisar,  an  international 
lawyer  and  author,  and  Professor  Yehuda  Z.  Blum,  Ambassador  of  Israel  to  the  United 
Nations,  join  with  the  congregation  to  proclaim  in  words  and  deeds  the  only  apparent 
answer  to  the  Holocaust  experience,  —  to  live. 

Samuel  Pisar  is  the  author  of  the  widely  acclaimed  book, 

“Of  Blood  and  Hope.”  Publisher’s  Weekly  says  of  this  book, 

“A  best-seller  abroad,  this  memoir  adds  its  own  distinction 
to  the  literature  of  the  Holocaust,  and  yet  curiously,  it  is, 
as  the  author  intends,  ‘a  book  not  about  the  past  but  about 
the  future.’  ” 

Born  into  a  prominent  Jewish  family  in  Bialystok,  Poland, 

Mr.  Pisar  was  eleven  years  old  when  the  Soviet  Army  occupied 
the  town.  A  year  later,  the  Nazis  drove  the  Russians  out  and 
systematically  destroyed  the  city  and  its  inhabitants.  Thirteen 
year  old  Samuel  Pisar  was  deported  to  Auschwitz.  When  the 
war  was  over,  he  was  the  sole  survivor  of  his  family. 

At  sixteen,  he  was  liberated  by  the  Americans  and  began 
his  “slow  and  difficult  climb  back  to  life.”  Samuel  Pisar 

After  graduating  from  the  University  of  Melbourne,  he  attended  the  Harvard  Law 
School  on  scholarship.  He  also  had  a  summer  internship  in  the  office  of  Dag  Hammar- 
skjold,  Secretary  General  of  the  United  Nations.  After  receiving  a  doctorate  in  law  from 
Harvard,  he  worked  for  UNESCO  in  Paris.  He  went  on  to  Washington  to  join  President 
Kennedy’s  task  force  on  foreign  economic  policy  headed  by  George  Ball.  He  was  also  a 
consultant  to  the  State  Department  and  the  Joint  Economic  Committee  of  Congress. 
During  this  period,  he  became  a  United  States  citizen  by  a  special  act  of  Congress. 

Returning  to  Paris,  Pisar  opened  an  international  law  firm  there.  He  earned  a  second 
doctorate  at  the  Sorbonne  and  wrote  what  was  to  become  an  enormously  influential 
book,  “Coexistence  and  Commerce”  in  1970.  This  book  was  reviewed  very  favorably  on 
the  first  page  of  the  New  York  Times  Book  Review.  Senator  Edward  Kennedy  called  it 
“an  enlightened  course  for  the  future  of  American  and  Western  policy.” 

Today  Samuel  Pisar  is  a  prominent  counsel  to  governments,  corporations,  and  banks. 
He  has  been  active  in  world  affairs  for  many  years.  He  is  a  member  of  Harvard’s  Russian 
Research  Center;  he  has  been  the  western  chairman  of  the  international  conference  on 
East-West  Trade  and  Industrial  Cooperation;  and  he  has  participated  in  the  1971  and 
1974  Dartmouth  Conferences.  He  has  addressed  the  Council  on  Foreign  Relations, 
the  North  Atlantic  Assembly  in  Bonn,  and  the  Nobel  Prize  Foundation  in  Stockholm. 
And  he  will  address  our  congregation  on  Sunday,  December  7. 

A  scholar  of  international  standing,  His  Excellency,  The  Ambassador  of  Israel  to  the 
United  Nations,  Professor  Yehuda  Z.  Blum  will  also  address 
the  congregation  at  the  ceremonies  preceding  the  unveiling  of 
the  sculptures. 

During  his  tenure  as  Israel’s  Permanent  Representative  to 
the  United  Nations,  since  September  1978,  Professor  Blum 
has  been  an  eloquent  spokesman  of  his  country  in  a  series  of 
historically  significant  debates. 

An  acknowledged  expert  in  international  law,  he  holds  the 
Hersch  Lauterpacht  Chair  in  International  Law  at  the  Hebrew 
University.  A  survivor  of  the  Bergen-Belson  concentration 
camp  where  he  was  interned  in  1944,  he  migrated  to  Israel  as 
a  teenager. 

In  addition  to  a  distinguished  career  as  a  scholar-lawyer  in 
Israel,  Professor  Blum  was  a  Visiting  Professor  in  law  schools  Professor  Yehuda  Z.  Blum 
of  the  University  of  Texas  and  New  York  University  as  well  as  a  Senior  Research  Scholar 
at  the  University  of  Michigan.

School  Building  Studied 
By  The  School  Children 

The  festive  experience  of  the  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  new  school  building  is  a  deeply 
significant,  once-in-a-lifetime  event,  which 
is  now  being  studied  in  depth  as  part  of 
the  curriculum  this  year  in  the  Elementary 
Department  of  the  Mazer  School  of 
Religious  Studies. 

The  Torah  and  prophets  tell  of  the 
laws  governing  the  dedication  of  a  newly 
built  house  (Deut  20:5)  and  give  vivid 
descriptions  of  the  dedication  of  the 
Altar  (Numbers  8)  and  of  the  Temple  by 
King  Solomon  (1  Kings  8).  Later  writings 
and  the  Mishnah  contain  guidance  on  the 
dedication  of  a  house. 

Psalm  30,  “Song  of  the  Dedication  of 
the  House”  was  probably  recited  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Second  Temple. 

The  origins  of  the  Mezuzot,  the  affixing 
of  Mezuzot  and  the  reciting  of  the  bless¬ 
ings  are  part  of  the  students’  studies.  A 
scribe  has  been  invited  to  the  school  to 
give  the  students  a  firsthand  view  of  the 
writings  on  the  parchment. 

Entering  the  new  dwelling  of  learning 
makes  us  reflect  on  the  dedication  of 
this  building  ‘to  the  sacred  memory  of 
one  million  children  who  perished  in  the 
Holocaust’  a  tragedy  too  colossal  to  grasp 
and  yet,  we,  and  our  children  and  our 
children’s  children,  are  the  guarantors  to 
‘remember,  do  not  forget’  as  the  open 
Torah,  a  relic  of  the  Holocaust,  displayed 
in  the  Sanctuary,  reminds  us. 

As  the  Hanukkah  lights  flicker  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  purification  of  the  Temple 
twenty -one  centuries  ago,  followed  by  the 
eight  day  Festival  of  Dedication,  we 
observe  with  reverence  and  a  deep  sense 
of  privilege  our  Hanukkah  Habayit: 

‘Mighty,  praised  beyond  compare 
Rock  of  my  salvation. 

Thou  hast  built  our  House  of  Study 
For  Thy  children’s  habitation.’
